DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on February 8, 2008 is a duplicate of the terminal 
disclaimer filed on December 12, 2005 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,715,900 and 6,922,018. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 34, 36, 39, and 44 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regards 
to Independent Claim 34, the Applicant has sufficiently amended and incorporated the 
indicated allowable subject matter identified in the final Office action filed on November 
14, 2007, whereby the prior art fails to teach or suggest the combination of structural 
limitations claimed therein, specifically to the circuit having a through guiding window, 
wherein when the circuit is printed on the peripheral surface of the supporting frame, the 
luminary element is mounted at the peripheral surface of the supporting frame within the 
guiding window to electrically couple with the circuit. All subsequent dependent claims 
are allowed.
